ANNUAL  REPORT     —     1942     —     TOWN  OF  NORTHFIELD 


Report  of  Fire  Chief 


During  the  year  1941  the  fire  department  answered  29  calls, 
22  of  which  were  chimney  fires,  with  no  total  loss  of  buildings. 

Two  of  these  fires  would  have  been  very  serious  had  it  not 
been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  firemen  and  equipment  were  on  the 
job  before  the  fire  had  gotten  too  much  of  a  start  also,  due  to  the 
help  of  neighbors  and  friends. 

We  purchased  400  ft.  of  new  hose  in  1941,  and  hope  to  pur- 
chase some  this  year  but  as  we  expect  to  assume  the  expense  of 
installing  and  maintaining  special  telephones  this  year,  we  prob- 
ably will  not  be  able  to  buy  as  much. 

I  was  able  to  get  Fire  Chief  Herbert  R.  Ferris  of  Greenfield 
to  visit  the  schools  with  me  in  October,  National  Fire  Prevention 
week  and  he  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  to  the  teachers  and  pupils. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  are  in  line  for  an  air  raid  of  incen- 
diary bombs  I  wish  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  all  property 
owners  as  well  as  tenants  to  keep  their  cellars  and  attics  clear  of 
rubbish. 

A  new  oil  burning  heating  stove  was  installed  in  the  fire  house 
which  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Other  repairs  could  be  made  at 
the  fire  house  which  would  make  it  far  more  satisfactory. 

It  seems  advisable  to  combine  the  Forest  Fire  Dept.  with  the 
regular  Fire  Dept.  so  I  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$1,700.00.

I  wish  to  thank  all  people  who  complied  with  the  law  to 
obtain  permits  which  enables  me  to  keep  track  of  all  fires  to 
eliminate  unnecessary  expenses. 

The  truck  is  fitted  with  ladders  and  other  equipment  which 
makes  it  very  useful  for  house  and  chimney  fires. 

No  new  tires  have  been  purchased  since  the  truck  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  department.   The  transmission  needs  overhauling.

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Report  of  the  Trustees 

Of  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library 


The  Trustees  of  Dickinson  Memorial  Library  are  glad  to 
report  that  with  the  co-operation  of  the  public  they  have  been  able 
to  provide  attractive  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people 
and  have  given  them  the  best  literature  the  funds  at  their  dis- 
posal allow. 

During  the  year  the  personnel  has  changed.  Mrs.  Martin  E. 
Vorce,  librarian,  resigned  after  eleven  years  of  faithful  efficient 
service.  The  Trustees  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  trained  librarian  in  Mrs.  Marjory  Norton  who  has 
had  several  years  experience. 

Also  Rev.  Robert  B.  Jack  consented  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the 
Board  caused  when  Samuel  Truesdell  resigned. 

Now  that  all  the  children  of  the  Town  are  in  the  School 
house  nearby  there  is  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  books  especially 
those  required  for  reference  reading  as  the  School  has  no  reference 
library. 

There  are  still  some  things  needed  to  bring  the  equipment  up 
to  a  standard  to  which  we  feel  the  public  is  entitled.  We  need 
proper  filing  cabinets  for  a  complete  list  of  all  the  books  and  a 
new  up-to-date  dictionary.  There  should  be  a  Reference  Book 
section  for  our  encyclopedias,  historical  books  and  the  large 
number  of  valuable  old  documents  coming  into  the  possession  of 
the  Town.  The  cost  of  such  a  section  will  be  about  $200  towards 
which  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  about  $75.  The  heating 
plant  is  quite  inadequate  and  a  continual  source  of  expense  to 
keep  in  repair. 

The  trustees  were  glad  to  make  a  good  sized  contribution  of 
magazines  and  books  to  the  boys  in  Camp  Edwards  and  are 
making  a  further  collection  for  future  demands. 
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Acknowledgment  is  gratefully  made  for  the  many  gifts  of 
valuable  books  and  magazines  from  friends  in  and  out  of  Town. 

Finally  those  of  us  to  whom  the  Town  has  entrusted  its  care 
welcome  any  constructive  criticism  that  would  keep  the  interior 
as  attractive  as  the  building  itself  such  a  building  and  none  other 
than  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

During  1941  a  total  of  16,052  books  were  loaned  from  the 
library.  Of  these,  209  were  loaned  to  us  from  the  Bookmobile, 
which  visits  Northfield  once  a  month  with  these  books  from  the 
W.  P.  A.  Lending  Collection.  This  is  a  very  much  appreciated 
service. 

During  the  year,  small  classroom  libraries  were  loaned  by  us 
to  the  Northfield  public  schools,  and  the  books  circulated  1,623 
times.  The  school  children  also  borrow  books  from  the  main 
hbrary,  and  in  1941  the  librarians  awarded  96  Reading  Certifi- 
cates to  readers  of  five  or  more  good  books. 

The  library  has  borrowed  25  reference  books  from  the  State 
Division  of  Public  Libraries  at  the  State  House  in  Boston  for  the 
use  of  our  readers,  and  2  books  from  the  Greenfield  Public  Library. 

We  have  purchased  104  new  adult  books  and  54  juvenile 
books.  There  were  73  books,  5  juvenile  added  to  the  library  by  gift. 
Mrs.  Ann  Hachita  has  continued  her  custom  of  giving  us  one  worth- 
while book  each  month,  a  welcome  gift. 

In  the  three  months  of  service  of  the  present  librarian, 
approximately  100  reference  questions  have  been  answered,  and 
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this  includes  collection  of  material  on  various  subjects,  also  track- 
ing down  a  number  of  poems,  stories  and  articles.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  this  figure  has  probably  been  multiplied  several  times. 

Fifty-four  dollars  in  fines  for  overdue  books  was  collected. 

For  the  year  which  is  beginning,  I  would  suggest  the  following 
three  goals  for  the  library  to  work  towards  : 

1 .  A  much  larger  number  of  new  books  purchased  to  supply 
the  needs  of  the  present  readers  and  to  attract  new  ones. 

2.  A  more  workable  system  of  collaboration  with  the  schools 
worked  out.  The  greater  number  of  the  school  children  live  at 
some  distance  from  the  library,  so  their  visits  are  necessarily 
limited  to  the  hour  from  two  to  three  o'clock  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  when  they  are  given  "library  periods".  This  means 
a  large  number  of  children  looking  up  their  books  all  at  once,  and 
additional  shelving  should  be  provided  for  the  school  reference 
books,  so  that  they  can  be  found  more  quickly. 

3.  The  card  catalogue  should  be  completely  revised,  and 
subject  headings  put  in,  so  that  the  resources  of  the  library  upon 
a  given  subject  may  be  located  readily.  Often  there  is  material 
on  hand  which  would  be  used  if  it  were  made  more  accessible 
through  an  up-to-date  catalogue.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

School  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  and 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Northfield : — 

I  am  pleased  to  present  herewith  my  first  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  report  is  based  on  the  work  of 
Mr.  Robbins  until  October  first  and  on  my  own  observations  from 
September  first  and  covers  the  .205th  year  of  public  education  in 
the  Town  of  Northfield. 

On  October  first  Mr.  Linville  W.  Robbins  retired  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  of  Union  No.  23,  a  position  he  has  held  since 
August,  1925.  May  I  join  with  the  citizens  of  Northfield  in 
commending  him  for  his  48  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  schools 
of  Maine  and  Massachusetts  and  particularly  for  that  part  de- 
voted to  the  schools  of  Northfield. 

Schools  and  War 

When  a  country  is  at  war  the  civilian  population  must  of 
necessity  change  its  mode  of  living  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
governmental  planned  program  for  the  successful  wageing  of  that 
war. 

Distant  though  the  theater  of  war  actually  is  at  this  writing, 
it  has  already  touched  our  schools  through  air-raid  precautions 
and  has  reached  into  our  classrooms  so  that  our  children  are  a 
vital  part  of  a  dynamic  history.  We  are  trying  by  a  careful  study 
of  the  errors  of  the  past  and  present  to  train  our  pupils  to  keep 
track  of  the  social,  economic  and  politicial  trends  of  our  society 
and  have  an  active  part  in  making  of  it  a  better  life  than  man 
has  yet  experienced  on  this  earth. 

Drastic  as  the  economic  changes  may  be,  our  government 
urges  that  we  carry  on  as  normal  a  school  program  as  possible. 
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War  hysteria  and  strain  must  not  be  allowed  to  affect  the  lives  of 
our  children.  Today's  school  children  have  to  solve  the  problems 
of  a  post  war  period.  They  have  a  living  to  earn  in  a  competitive 
world  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  school  to  do  all  it  possibly  can  to 
prepare  them  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  type  of  economic  society 
that  shall  be  in  existence  at  that  time.  It  is  the  business  of  the 
school  to  fit  them  for  a  democratic  citizenship  by  first  giving  them 
an  understanding  of  democracy  that  will  call  forth  continuing 
devotion  to  its  principles.  The  school  can  develop  an  appropriate 
scale  of  social  values  and  give  practice  in  applying  these  values. 
Only  by  so  doing  can  the  school  train  its  youth  to  live  the  Ameri- 
can Way. 

Teacher  Changes 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  High  School  teaching  staff 
during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Pricilla  Lawrence  resigned  to  accept  a 
commercial  position  with  the  Northfield  Hotel.  Miss  M.  Norma 
Lawe,  a  graduate  of  the  American  International  College  in 
Springfield  in  1941  with  a  B.  S.  degree  in  commercial  work,  was 
appointed  to  the  position.  Miss  Phyllis  Turner  resigned  and  is 
now  teaching  in  Robinson  Seminary,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 
Miss  Dorothy  Rich,  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe  College  in  1941  with 
an  A.  B.  degree,  was  appointed  to  this  vacancy.  Miss  Rich,  be- 
sides teaching  English  and  French  is  teaching  Spanish  which  has 
this  year  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 

The  organization  of  the  Center  School  is  new.  Eight  teachers 
are  now  carrying  the  full  elementary  load  whereas  eleven  had  been 
employed  in  the  past.  Some  of  our  teachers  have  a  full  and  com- 
plete grade  for  the  first  time  and  are  doing  an  admirable  piece  of 
work. 

Resignations  of  elementary  teachers  during  the  past  year  were 
received  from  the  following  teachers :  Walter  B.  Harding,  Margaret 
Hubbard,  and  Ruth  Tangley.  New  teachers  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancies  are  as  follows:  George  M.  Leonard,  a  former  teacher  in 
Northfield,  returned  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the  new  Center 
School.  He  is  teaching  mathematics,  science,  and  spelling  in  the 
departmentalized  three  upper  grades  and  has  planned  the  organi- 
zation of  the  new  unit.   Miss  Helen  I.  Wozniak,  a  graduate  of  our 
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own  school  system  and  of  Framingham  Teachers'  College  in  1940 
is  the  fifth  grade  teacher.  Miss  Dorothy  M.  Giddings  is  our  new 
first  grade  teacher.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Bridge  water  State 
Teachers'  College  in  1941. 

Our  Consolidated  School  System 

The  citizens  of  Northfield  are  to  be  commended  on  their  fore- 
sight when  the  need  arose  for  a  new  building  caused  by  the  de- 
struction of  the  old  Center  School,  by  taking  the  opportunity  to 
consolidate  the  school  system.  We  are  now  one  of  that  group  of 
progressive  communities  in  Massachusetts  which  can  speak  with 
pride  of  its  modernized  school  system.  Members  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education  have  personally  praised  the  citizens  of 
Northfield  to  me  for  having  taken  this  progressive  step.  Pupils 
and  teachers  are  well  pleased  and  proud  of  the  new  building. 

School  Lunches 

Since  sixty  percent  of  our  school  pupils  now  come  to  school 
on  buses  and  must  of  necessity  carry  lunches  it  was  thought  ad- 
visable to  investigate  the  need  for  hot  lunches  to  supplement  that 
brought  from  home.  Two  members  of  our  staff  visited  the 
Montague  Elementary  School  and  reported  a  very  successful 
program  in  operation  there.  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  parents 
and  the  enthusiastic  response  urged  us  to  begin  this  feature  of  our 
school  program  immediately  after  the  Christmas  vacation.  A 
large  variety  of  food  stuff  has  been  donated  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  more  material  purchased  as  needed.  The  preparation 
of  such  a  large  quantity  of  food  could  not  be  done  by  the  present 
staff,  therefore  Mrs.  Bertha  Leach  has  been  hired  to  do  the  actual 
preparation  and  serving  and  will  be  paid  from  the  small  fees 
charged  for  food.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  report  in  another  year  a 
successful,  self-supporting  cafeteria  as  an  integral  part  of  our 
school  program. 

Repairs 

The  problem  of  repairs  is  an  ever  present  one  in  a  school 
system  but,  because  of  new  construction  and  renovations  to  the 
High  School,  our  needs  have  been  few.    The  floors  in  the  vSouth 
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East  room,  both  corridors  and  both  staircases  in  the  High  School 
have  been  sanded  and  refinished.  The  commercial  room  ought  to 
be  treated  in  the  same  way  next  summer.  Some  painting  and  a 
door  replacement  should  be  done  when  possible. 

It  is  good  policy  to  spend  a  small  sum  yearly  on  building 
maintenance  rather  than  allow  conditions  to  accumulate  until  a 
large  expenditure  is  necessary.  In  the  former  plan  the  buildings 
always  present  a  pleasing  appearance  while  in  the  latter  they  never 
seem  to  be  satisfactory. 

School  Enrollment 

An  examination  of  the  enrollment  figures  for  the  past  decade 
shows  that  the  year  1939  marked  the  bottom  of  a  continuous  de- 
chne  which  began  about  1933.  The  marked  increase  in  enrollment 
this  year  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  cycle  is  about  to  swing 
upward  again. 

Periods  of  active  industry  usually  caused  decrease  in  high 
school  enrollment  since  it  is  easier  for  sixteen  to  eighteen  year  old 
pupils  to  get  jobs.  The  opposite  is  true  in  elementary  school  en- 
rollment because  more  jobs  causes  a  lowering  of  the  marriage  age. 

\Yith  our  present  physical  equipment  we  can  comfortably 
seat  500  pupils  and  since  this  represents  an  increase  of  forty-three 
percent  over  our  present  enrollment  we  have  little  to  fear  for  many 
years  as  regards  the  problem  of  pupil  housing. 

Increasing  School  Costs 

Figures  have  been  published  by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Education  showing  that  school  costs  have  increased  about  6.2% 
and  that  during  1942  they  will  be  up  approximately  10%  from 
the  average  of  the  past  five  years.  Most  of  the  increase  has  been 
in  teachers'  salaries,  janitor  supplies,  supplies  for  instruction  and 
fuel.  Our  costs  as  yet  have  not  shown  any  appreciable  increase 
as  most  of  our  purchasing  was  done  in  the  summer  but  we  shall 
have  to  allow  for  an  increase  in  our  1942  budget. 

Needs 

Plato,  the  Greek  philospher,  once  said  that  people  are  always 
wanting  something  and  after  they  get  it  a  new  want  takes  its 
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place.  Therefore  we  shall  always  have  needs.  These  needs  are  a 
challenge.  If  a  school  system  is  progressive  and  its  administrative 
officers  are  alert  to  the  demands  of  an  ever  changing  civilization; 
as  long  as  the  Public  School  is  discharging  its  responsibility  to 
the  community — just  that  long  the  school  department  shall,  of 
course,  have  needs. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  a  hard  surface  driveway  entering  north 
of  the  High  School  passing  west  of  both  buildings  and  leaving  the 
school  grounds  just  south  of  the  Center  School.  School  buses  are 
not  permitted  to  load  and  unload  pupils  on  the  main  highway. 

Before  we  can  use  the  area  south  of  the  Center  School  for  a 
satisfactory  playground  with  our  own  equipment  erected  it  is 
necessary  that  considerable  grading  and  resurfacing  be  done.  This 
area  should  also  be  fenced  since  it  is  adjacent  to  private  property. 

We  have  had  as  many  as  96  bicycles  on  the  school  grounds  at 
one  time.  These  have  been  scattered  over  the  play  area  in  such 
a  way  as  to  be  dangerous  to  our  pupils.  We  would  like  to  install 
two  racks  on  the  north  side  of  the  Center  School  where  they  may 
all  be  parked. 

Community  Cooperation 

The  school  department  is  appreciative  of  the  various  contribu- 
tions from  community  groups  to  the  school  program.  To  the 
Haven  H.  Spencer  Post  No.  179  of  the  American  Legion  for  the 
flag  and  flag  pole  erected  on  the  school  grounds,  to  the  Health 
Council  for  aid  in  needed  dental  work,  to  the  Girls  of  West  Gould 
Hall  and  Dr.  A.  H.  Wright  for  the  donations  to  the  school  lunch 
program.  It  is  just  this  sort  of  cooperation  that  welds  a  town  into 
a  democratic  unit  of  society  and  of  such  are  we,  the  citizens  of 
Northfield  particularly  proud.

There  have  been  twenty-six  first  aid  cases  from  school  during 
the  past  year.  All  have  been  to  their  family  physician  for  treat- 
ment when  requested. 

This  year  we  have  been  comparatively  free  from  contagious 
disease.  A  few  cases  have  occurred  but  nothing  of  a  serious  nature.

Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  in  February 
and  March,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Reed  was  asked  to  carry  on  with  the 
work.   The  following  report  was  submitted: 


As  a  result  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic  testing  in  December, 
seventeen  children  were  X-rayed.  Four  children  were  examined. 
Three  of  these  are  being  carried  under  observation.  No  evidence 
of  disease  was  found. 

One  child  was  taken  to  the  Farren  Hospital  for  an  X-ray  as 
a  result  of  an  injury  on  the  school  grounds. 

One  pupil  was  transported  four  times  to  Lip  Reading  classes 
in  Turners  Falls. 

The  usual  Summer  Round-up  was  held  in  May.   Thirty- two 
children  entering  school  were  examined  by  our  town  doctors.

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The  usual  preliminary  routine  work  of  the  year  was  carried 
on.  Before  each  activity  a  talk  was  given  in  the  school  rooms 
in  preparation  for  the  work.  This  is  quite  important  in  the  edu- 
cational part  of  the  Health  Program. 

This  year  ofl&ce  hour  is  being  held  in  the  teacher's  room  from 
8:30 — 9:30  daily  for  consultations  and  First  Aid  Treatments  if 
necessary.  Also  all  da}^  Tuesday  is  spent  at  the  school  in  giving 
talks,  conducting  classes  and  in  health  work  for  our  girls  and  boys. 

Audiometer  testing  was  done  throughout  the  schools  this 
year.  Those  having  a  high  hearing  loss  have  been  examined  by 
our  school  physician,  Dr.  Wright.  With  a  few  exceptions  all  are 
remediable. 

There  are  14  crippled  children  in  our  schools.  One  crippled 
child  was  operated  on  at  the  Shriner's  hospital  in  Springfield  with 
the  expectation  of  complete  correction. 

A  large  amount  of  dental  work  has  been  done  this  year.  The 
cost  for  each  child  has  not  been  as  much  because  much  of  the 
work  has  been  follow-up.  Practically  all  children  who  attended 
the  CHnic  last  year  with  the  exception  of  those  who  received 
dental  certificates  at  the  time  of  the  examination  have  attended 
this  year.  Ninety-eight  children  have  received  dental  certificates, 
sixty-eight  children  attended  Dental  CHnic,  and  twenty  children 
were  given  assistance  through  the  facilities  of  the  Northfield 
Health  Council.  We  are  at  the  present  time  beginning  to  do  pre- 
school children's  teeth.  The  condition  of  children's  teeth  who 
will  be  entering  school  we  feel  sure  will  be  much  improved. 

We  have  stressed  the  importance  because  of  our  crowded 
buses  that  children  not  be  sent  to  school  with  infectious  colds  and 
that  care  be  taken  in  not  sending  children  to  school  who  have 
symptoms  of  a  communicable  disease.  Thus  far  we  have  avoided 
an  epidemic.  We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  all.  The  less 
illness  our  children  develop  the  better  citizens  we  will  have. 
Health  is  the  most  important  factor  in  any  person's  life. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School 
Physician,  and  the  vSchool  Committee,  and  all  others  who  have  in 
any  way  assisted  me  in  my  work  as  School  Nurse.

I  have  included  in  my  report  the  15  nursing  calls  made  by 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Reed  during  my  illness. 

One  patient  was  taken  to  Tewkesbury  State  Hospital  where 
treatment  and  care  were  given. 

Through  the  facilities  of  the  Belcher  Fund,  the  North  Church 
Sunday  School,  the  Deacon's  Fund,  and  the  Girl  Scouts  glasses 
have  been  supplied  where  needed  and  a  large  amount  of  adult 
dental  work  was  accompUshed  which  would  have  not  been  done 
otherwise. 

Eleven  night  calls  were  answered. 

Four  emergency  calls  were  answered.  One  of  these  necessi- 
tated obtaining  the  services  of  a  Greenfield  physican  and  proved 
to  be  a  serious  condition.  However  under  prompt  treatment  and 
care  the  patient  is  now  well. 
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The  Annual  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  the  middle  of 
July.  Fifty-seven  children  attended.  The  outstanding  needs 
found  were  dental  and  nutrition.  Pre-school  chil  den's 
dental  care  has  been  begun  by  Dr.  Richard  Holton.  This  should 
eliminate  some  of  the  bad  dental  conditions  found  in  our  lower 
grade  school  children.  The  State  Nutritionist,  Miss  Dickinson, 
whose  services  are  available  to  us  here  has  visited  where  we  felt 
it  was  needed. 

This  past  Summer  during  the  month  of  August — the  usual 
vacation  month  for  the  town  nurse — Mrs.  Winn  Whittaker  was 
employed  and  paid  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  This  is  usually 
the  month  when  there  is  the  least  need  for  a  nurse. 

The  usual  Social  Service  and  Welfare  activities  have  been 
carried  on. 

The  first  of  the  year  179  children  in  lower  grades  were  ex- 
amined by  Dr.  Richard  Holton.  Practically  every  child  who  had 
work  done  last  year  attended  the  Clinic  this  year  which  has  meant 
that  the  cost  of  each  child's  dental  work  has  been  less.  Sixty- 
eight  children  attended  the  CHnic,  twenty  of  these  being  cared 
for  by  the  Health  Council.  One  hundred  eleven  six-year  molars 
were  filled.   Ninety-nine  children  have  received  dental  certificates. 

Recognition  should  be  given  the  members  of  the  Health 
Council  for  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered  during  the 
past  year  in  sustaining  the  many  social  service  needs  resulting 
from  illness.  They  have  not  only  provided  financial  assistance  in 
connection  with  much  needed  dental  care  but  also  suppHed  extra 
nourishment,  transportation  of  children  to  clinics  and  conferences, 
and  have  been  helpful  in  many  other  ways.  We  are  fortunate 
indeed  in  having  a  group  of  citizens  who  are  willing  to  give  of 
their  time  and  energy  in  behalf  of  our  public  health  work. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Reed,  Mrs.  Lilly,  and  Mrs.  Whittaker 
for  carrying  on  my  work  during  my  illness — and  all  others  who 
have  assisted  me  in  the  work  this  past  year.

Gypsy  Moth  Superintendent 


The  appropriation  for  Gypsy  Moth  control  and  extermination 
was  SI, 000  for  the  year  of  1941. 

About  one  half  of  this  was  expended  in  the  spring  and  the 
remainder  in  the  fall. 

The  Ridge  Section  of  the  town  showed  a  decided  improvement 
this  fall  with  less  egg  clusters  to  be  treated  than  in  many  seasons. 
Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  cooperation  we  receive  from  the  Ridge 
residents,  who  individually  are  constantly  fighting  this  pest,  so 
as  to  keep  them  under  control.  By  so  doing  they  preserve  the 
foliage  op  their  shade  trees. 

Why  do  not  more  of  our  local  residents  follow  the  Ridge 
residents  good  example?  The  creosote  will  be  furnished  free  by 
the  town. 

The  appropriation  allows  us  to  inspect  and  treat  only  road 
side  trees,  and  those  around  residents.  Anyone  with  woodland  or 
brush  area  adjoining  their  homes  could  aid  greatly  by  cleaning 
up  and  burning  the  under  brush  and  creosoting  the  egg  clusters. 

More  precaution  should  be  used  by  those  who  draw  firewood 
into  their  yards.  For  there  has  been  noticed  a  decided  increase 
in  infestations  in  those  sections  where  the  wood  has  come  from 
areas  that  have  not  been  inspected  and  treated.  All  sawdust  and 
chips  should  be  gathered  together  and  burned,  thereby  destroying 
all  loose  eggs  broken  from  the  clusters  in  handling.

During  1941  the  grounds  were  very  dry.  We  had  very  little 
rain  and  the  soil  is  sandy. 

The  ground  was  not  mowed  as  much  as  usual. 

The  daily  use  of  the  grounds  by  over  three  hundred  children 
at  play,  it  has  been  a  problem  to  grow  grass. 

This  fall  we  covered  all  the  surface  with  oil  meal  and  we  hope 
it  will  do  some  good  during  the  winter  months. 

All  the  stones  and  sticks  have  been  removed.  A  part  of  the 
land  has  been  leveled  off  so  it  can  be  mowed  by  the  machine. 

All  the  bases  have  been  filled  with  clay  and  sand  and  new  bases 
have  been  added.  ' 

The  schools  have  asked  to  have  a  skating  rink  to  be  built 
by  themselves  and  this  is  now  under  advisement.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Northfield  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1941,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds,  or  sending 
out  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were  checked 
with  the  licenses  granted  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  and  tax  collector 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued  and  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were 
verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts,  while  the  recorded 
payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  and  the 
treasurer's  books. 

The  appropriations,  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  record  of 
town  meetings,  were  checked  with  the  ledger  appropriation 
accounts,  while  all  other  ledger  accounts  were  checked  with  in- 
formation in  the  departments  in  which  the  transactions  originated. 
The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a 
balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  De- 
cember 31,  1941,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

It  was  noted  that. the  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $267.28 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1941  for  unpaid  bills  of  1940.  In 
the  future,  appropriations  for  unpaid  bills  of  a  prior  year  should 
be  voted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  179,  Acts 
of  1941. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer,  selectmen, 
and  Trustees  of  the  Martha  W.  Alexander  Charity  Fund  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  withdrawals 
were  verified. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on 
file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while 
the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants.  The 
cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
December  31,  1941,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 
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The  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were 
examined,  listed,  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the  accountant 
and  the  collector. 

The  receipts  from  rental  of  public  property  were  checked 
with  the  record  of  charges  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous 
examination  were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were 
proved  with  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  collections  as  recorded 
were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  checked  to  the  assessors'  abatement 
records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved 
with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts.  The  outstanding  accounts 
were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  librarian's  record  of  receipts  from  fines  was  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand 
January  6,  1942,  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were 
examined.  The  receipts  were  checked  with  the  record  of  work 
done,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  community  nurse  were  checked 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  charges  for  bills  sent  out  by  the  highway, 
public  welfare,  school,  and  cemetery  departments  were  examined. 
The  departmental  records  were  analyzed,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  proved  to  the  recorded  collections,  the  abatements 
and  disallowances  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  all  department  officials  sending 
out  bills  for  collection  promptly  notify  the  town  accountant 
thereof,  so  that  his  books  may  at  all  times  reflect  the  true  condition 
of  the  accounts  receivable. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  trustees  of  the  Martha  W. 
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Alexander  Charity  Fund  were  examined.  The  income  from  in- 
vestments was  checked,  the  disbursements  made  were  verified 
by  inspection  of  invoices  and  cancelled  checks,  and  the  cash 
balance  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a 
statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  sum- 
maries of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  officials 
while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


School  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Northfield : 

I  present  herewith  my  second  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
This  report  covers  my  first  full  year  as  your  administrative  officer  and  the 
206th  year  of  public  education  in  the  Town  of  Northfield. 

School  Participation  in  War  Activities 

It  is  now  more  than  a  year  since  our  nation  declared  war  on  the  Axis 
Powers,  yet  in  this  short  time  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  thoughts 
and  actions  of  our  students  and  personnel.  Hardly  a  day  passes  that  some 
urgent  appeal  is  not  made  to  our  pupils  and  teachers  to  aid  in  some  war  task. 

The  registration  of  the  general  public  for  rationing  of  sugar,  gasoline, 
and  fuel  oil  has  been  very  efficiently  handled  by  our  teachers  during  the 
school  year  and  the  second  registration  for  gasoline  was  carried  out  by  a 
group  of  volunteer  workers  last  July  when  schools  were  not  in  session.  Our 
own  teachers  helped  in  various  home  or  vacation  towns  while  a  number  of 
teachers  from  other  towns  and  states  vacationing  in  Northfield  assisted  in 
our  registration.  It  was  necessary  to  close  schools  for  two  complete  days  and 
to  curtail  activities  for  13  other  days.  Though  this  work  added  considerably 
to  our  busy  staff  not  one  complaint  has  been  made.  I  personally  think  the 
teachers  enjoyed  meeting  the  public  and  that  they  have  gained  a  jiistly 
earned  measure  of  self-satisfaction  knowing  that  it  is  their  contribution  to 
final  victory. 

The  children  of  Northfield  helped  in  locating  approximately  50  tons  of 
scrap  metal,  100  pounds  of  silk  and  rayon,  they  contributed  15  bags  of 
clothing  on  Bundle  Day  for  the  Save  A  Child  Federation  of  New  York 
City,  and  they  have  raised  during  the  year  1942  $4,471.60  by  their  pur- 
chases of  stamps  and  bonds.  They  are  to  be  complimented  for  making  an 
enviable  record. 

The  war  has  also  brought  about  minor  changes  in  our  curriculum.  These 
changes  no  doubt  will  greatly  influence  the  secondar)^  school  offering  of  the 
future  and  to  a  lesser  degree  will  stimulate  the  thinking  of  our  young  people 
in  the  elementary  school.  A  pre-fhght  course  in  aeronautics  is  being  given 
with  an  enrolment  of  15,  mathematics  and  science  have  a  major  part  in  our 
curriculum  for  those  able  to  benefit  by  this  instruction.  A  visitor  to  the  class- 
room today  would  be  impressed  with  the  new  global  aspect  of  life  and  the 
ever  recurring  part  the  airplane  plays  in  our  history  and  geography  lessons. 
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Enrolment 

Our  enrolment  figures  continue  to  increase  as  predicted  in  the  report  of 
1941.  This  increase  is  ahnost  wholly  in  the  Center  School.  A  decrease  in 
the  high  school  enrolment  was  anticipated  in  keeping  with  the  trend  through- 
out the  nation,  but  we  have  86  pupils  compared  to  83  last  year.  The  Center 
School  figure  on  October  first  was  286  compared  to  268  in  1941.  If  the  dis- 
tribution in  the  classes  were  uniform  we  would  not  be  disturbed.  As  it  is 
Grades  1,  3,  6,  and  7  have  enrolments  greater  than  what  is  considered  a 
maximum  teacher  load,  namely  35. 

Teacher  Changes 

When  schools  opened  in  September  exactly  half  of  our  teachers  were 
new.  ^Ir.  Richard  Cobb,  a  member  of  the  high  school  faculty  for  seven  years, 
the  past  six  of  which  he  was  Principal,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as 
Cashier  at  the  Northfield  Seminary.  Mr.  Cobb  was  very  efficient  in  his  work 
and  was  extremely  popular  with  his  pupils.  Miss  Agnes  Casey  resigned  in 
]\Iay  to  be  married  and  is  now  Mrs.  Joseph  Gagner.  Miss  Rich  and  Miss 
Lawe,  after  one  year  with  us,  resigned.  There  were  three  resignations  in  the 
Center  School,  Miss  Dorothy  Giddings,  to  accept  a  position  in  Southbridge, 
Miss  Ruth  Hawkins  and  Mrs.  Esther  Williams  to  be  married. 

Considering  the  teacher  shortage  and  the  lateness  of  some  of  the  above 
resignations  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  start  school  in  September 
with  a  full  staff. 

After  interviewing  a  number  of  candidates  the  school  committee  elected 
Mr.  Roland  Currier  to  the  high  school  principalship.  Mr.  Currier  has  been 
principal  of  the  Wilton,  New  Hampshire,  High  School  for  the  past  four 
years,  previous  to  which  he  was  Principal  of  Dow  Academy  at  Franconia, 
New  Hampshire,  for  seven  years  and  Principal  of  North  Stratford,  New 
Hampshire,  High  School  for  four  years.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Bates  College, 
B.S.,  in  the  class  of  1926  and  has  taken  summer  school  work  at  Columbia 
and  the  University  of  Maine  receiving  the  M.S.  in  Education  degree  from 
the  latter  institution  in  1936. 

]\Iiss  Helen  Jenkins,  a  graduate  of  the  East  Carolina  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, 1942,  was  appointed  to  the  Plousehold  Arts  vacancy,  and  Miss  Beatrice 
Coleman,  a  Radcliffe  graduate.  Class  of  1942,  was  elected  to  the  English, 
Spanish  opening.  Aliss  Coleman  has  also  had  summer  work  at  the  University 
of  Vermont.  Commercial  teachers  were  extremely  scarce  this  year  and  we 
were  fortunate  in  obtaining  Miss  Florence  Looney  for  our  vacancy.  Miss 
Looney  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  B.S.  in  Practical  Arts  and 
Letters. 

The  most  difficult  position  to  fill  in  our  elementary  school  is  that  of  social 
science-music  teacher  for  Grades  6,  7,  and  8.  P'ew  candidates  were  available 
for  this  opening  and  most  of  those  who  did  apply  asked  salaries  far  above 
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our  elementary  scale.  Miss  Marylyon  Perkins,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  was  appointed  but  resigned  at  Thanksgiving,  giving  no 
reason  other  than  she  would  prefer  high  school  teaching.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Alexander,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  Teachers'  College,  was  appointed 
to  the  second  grade  and  Miss  Elinor  Allen,  a  graduate  of  the  Perry  Kinder- 
garten Normal  School  to  the  first  grade  position.  Miss  Dorothy  Totman  has 
been  named  Assistant  Principal  of  the  Center  School  and  has  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  lunch  room  finances. 


School  departments,  like  other  business  organizations,  have  found  that 
salary  schedules  made  during  the  past  decade  are  very  much  out  of  date. 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  figures  show  that  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing is  up  19  per  cent  since  the  war  began  in  Europe ;  the  cost  of  food  is  up 
35  per  cent,  the  cost  of  clothing  25  per  cent.  During  this  same  period  teachers' 
salaries  have  advanced  from  3-7  per  cent.  Your  committee  is  faced  with  the 
problem  of  revising  its  salary  schedule  or  losing  our  most  efficient  teachers 
to  other  schools  or  to  war  work,  obtaining  in  their  places  the  lowest  standing 
members  of  college  classes,  consequently  decreasing  the  efficiency  of  the 
whole  system.  Revising  the  schedule  so  that  our  teachers  do  not  have  to  suf- 
fer from  economic  inequality  is  the  intelligent  solution. 


Determining  the  effectiveness  of  the  school  offering  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  problems  facing  a  school  administrator.  Since  the  process  of  trans^ 
ferring  thoughts  and  ideas  from  books  and  teachers  to  pupils  involves  that 
very  complex  function,  human  relationships,  it  becomes  necessary  to  bring 
outside  influences  to  bear.  Tests  are  used  to  help  evaluate  the  offering  and 
herein  lies  the  real  value  of  standardized  achievement,  diagnostic  and  intelli- 
gence tests.  Careful  interpretation  of  the  results  is  necessary  in  order  to  ar- 
rive at  just  conclusions. 

During  1942  all  first,  second,  and  third  grade  pupils  were  given  reading 
readiness  tests.  By  measuring  the  child's  social  progress,  his  vocabulary  and 
his  comprehension  we  know  at  what  rate  to  continue  his  mental  exploration. 
It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  generally  speaking  our  pupils  are  above  the 
national  standards  in  ability  to  progress  normally  in  reading.

The  results  in  chemistry  are  very  gratifying.  Those  in  Spanish  are  all 
above  the  normal  medians  except  composition.  If  funds  are  available,  testing 
in  other  fields  should  be  done  this  year. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  given  the  Terman  Test  in  June.  These 
results  are  used  by  the  teachers  in  checking  the  progress  of  pupils  in  pro- 
portion to  their  varying  abilities. 

Lunch  Room 

The  school  lunch  room  now  serves  a  complete  lunch  for  the  small  sum  of 
9  cents.  This  has  been  possible  through  the  continued  contribution  of  com- 
modities by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration.  The  same  organiza- 
tion also  carries  most  of  the  financial  load  of  our  penny  milk  project. 

^Ir.  Currier  in  his  report  states  that  40-50  high  school  students  now  use 
the  lunch  room.  The  others  do  not  for  a  number  of  adolescent  reasons.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  only  one  freshman,  who  carries  a  lunch,  does  not 
eat  in  the  lunch  room.  Some  of  the  older  students  seem  to  object  to  the  re- 
straint of  socializing  at  meals  with  others  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  soon 
discover  what  they  are  missing  by  not  sharing  in  the  advantages  of  a  hot 
lunch. 

A  gas  stove,  a  large  refrigerator  and  a  counter  have  been  purchased  with 
school  department  funds  and  are  part  of  the  permanent  equipment  of  the 
building.  Dishes,  silverware  and  a  part  of  the  refrigerator  were  bought  with 
lunch  room  receipts.  Miss  Totman's  financial  report  will  enlighten  citizens  to 
the  popularity  of  this  project.  The  lunch  room  advisory  committee  is  com- 
posed of  the  Superintendent,  both  Principals,  Miss  Totman  as  financial  ad- 
visor and  Miss  Jenkins  as  Director  and  Nutritionist. 

New  Equipment 

Besides  the  new  lunch  room  equipment  mentioned  above,  other  purchases 
were  made  to  meet  immediate  needs.  Two  metal  bicycle  racks  were  bought 
and  placed  between  the  two  buildings  and  are  filled  to  capacity  every  day 
the  weather  is  fair.  Forty-two  additional  desks  and  chairs  were  purchased  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  increased  enrolment  in  the  Center  School. 
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Repairs 

No  extensive  repairs  were  necessary  during  the  past  year.  The  upper  floor 
of  the  Center  School  was  cleaned  and  sealed,  four  coats  being  needed  to  pro- 
duce a  hard  dustless  finish.  The  basement  walls  and  the  exterior  doors  in  the 
high  school  were  painted.  Some  repairs  were  necessary  on  the  boiler  in  the 
Center  School  due  to  the  drying  of  the  packing.  Some  repairs  were  also 
necessary  on  the  univents  in  the  high  school  which  were  frozen  during  the 
extremely  cold  weather  in  December. 

Superintendent's  Clerk 

The  National  Youth  Administration  funds  were  discontinued  in  June 
so  that  the  superintendent's  part-time  clerk  was  no  longer  available.  With  the 
advent  of  rationing,  war  bonds,  transportation  survey,  and  salvage  drives  in 
addition  to  State  Reports  and  teacher  resignations,  the  superintendent  had 
little  time  for  routine  office  work.  The  Joint  Committee  of  Union  No.  23 
voted  to  hire  a  clerk  for  the  superintendent's  office,  the  cost  of  the  same  to 
be  apportioned  to  each  town  at  the  same  fractional  rate  as  the  superintend- 
ent's salary.  Miss  Genevieve  Wozniak,  who  so  capably  learned  the  routine  as 
an  N.Y.A.  worker  last  year,  was  appointed  and  thus  the  superintendent  is 
able  to  devote  the  major  share  of  his  time  to  the  educational  process  and 
the  supervision  of  the  many  inexperienced  teachers. 

Changes  in  High  School  Classification 

The  1940  census  shows  Northfield  to  have  518  dwellings.  This  figure,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Northfield,  is  in  excess  of  the  500  above  which 
a  town  is  not  entitled  to  state  aid,  under  Section  5,  Chapter  71,  for  the  high 
school.  The  town  loses  $1,250  per  year  but  our  net  reimbursement  will  not 
be  much  less  than  last  year  because  of  our  increased  enrolment.  We  have 
added  a  number  of  tuition  pupils  that  will  partly  offset  the  above  loss. 

School  Surveys 

Surveys  of  our  transportation  system  and  janitorial  set-up  were  made 
during  the  year.  The  transportation  survey  was  under  the  joint  direction  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  Federal  Government.  Our  buses 
carry  204  pupils  per  day  for  a  total  of  220  miles  at  21^  cents  per  bus  mile 
and  22  cents  per  pupil  mile.  These  figures  compare  very  favorably  with 
what  other  towns  in  Franklin  County  pay. 

After  a  trial  of  one  year  it  was  felt  that  our  buildings  had  too  great  a 
floor  area  for  one  janitor.  The  School  Committee  asked  its  chairman  and  the 
Superintendent  to  act  as  a  committee  to  investigate  the  work  usually  as- 
signed to  one  man.  Accordingly  a  visit  was  made  to  two  schools,  information 
was  also  obtained  from  two  other  schools  and  the  following  report  made : 
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Janitors  are  usually  expected  to  care  for  11  or  12  rooms  if  all  rooms  are 
in  one  building  or  10  if  in  two  buildings.  This  includes  the  usual  corridors, 
toilets,  lawns,  snow-shoveling,  etc.  Our  class  rooms  number  21  and  with  the 
usual  extras  made  a  normal  load  for  1  ^  men.  With  the  opening  of  School, 
^Ir.  Frank  Britton  was  elected  to  work  five  (5)  hours  per  day  in  the  Center 
School  under  the  direction  of  our  full  time  custodian. 


Educational  and  Employment  Certificates 

All  persons  from  1-1—16  years  of  age  must  have  an  employment  certificate 
and  those  between  16  and  21  must  have  an  educational  certificate.  These  are 
issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  should  be  obtained  at  the  school 
office  between  8 : 30  A.M.  and  5  : 00  P.M. 

Responsibility  of  School  Physician 

The  duties  of  the  school  physician  are  to  examine  pupils,  teachers,  janitors, 
and  buildings.  He  may  diagnose  but  is  not  required  to  prescribe  treatment. 
The  responsibility  for  treatment  rests  with  the  parent  who  may  call  his  own 
physician. 

Some  Needs 

The  fulfillment  of  some  of  the  needs  listed  in  the  1941  report  will  have  to 
await  the  end  of  the  war  because  of  government  priorities.  We  should 
though,  as  soon  as  possible,  grade  the  area  south  of  the  Center  School  and  a 
roadway  around  the  buildings  should  be  constructed  as  the  buses  become 
mired  during  the  spring  thaws.  A  new  rear  doorway  and  door  should  be  made 
for  the  high  school  since  the  present  door  is  too  cumbersome  to  handle 
against  our  strong  west  winds.  Those  high  school  floors  that  have  not  yet 
been  resurfaced  should  be  done  as  rapidly  as  funds  are  available. 


Community  Cooperation 

The  continually  broadening  community  interest  in  our  special  school  proj- 
ects is  most  encouraging.  We  interpret  this  interest  as  approval  of  what  we 
are  trying  to  achieve,  namely  better  health  for  the  children  of  our  town. 

The  Northfield  Health  Council  has  continued  its  responsibility  for  the 
corrective  dental  work  among  children  up  to  the  sixth  grade. 

For  special  nutrition  work  in  our  lunch  room  the  following  donations  were 
received  that  are  not  included  in  the  lunch  room  report.

We  appreciate  this  help,  it  speaks  well  for  the  generosity  of  our  citizens. 
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Financial  Report 

The  school  department  had  an  unexpended  balance  for  1942  due  to  a  de- 
crease  in  the  vocational  school  enrolment.  All  other  items  were  very  near  to  ] 
our  estimates  made  a  year  ago.  Since  50  per  cent  of  our  school  appropriation  p 
is  for  teachers'  salaries,  and  since  the  cost  of  living  has  advanced  19  per  cent 
since  1941  it  is  imperative  that  we  increase  this  item  for  1943.  Fuel  oil,  jani-  E 
tors'  supplies,  student  supplies  have  all  advanced  in  price  so  that  an  increased 
appropriation  seems  inevitable.  ^ 

Rigid  economy  is  practiced  wherever  possible.  Bid  buying  of  supplies,  and 
buying  less  often  in  larger  amounts  have  made  it  possible  to  decrease  the  l 
amount  needed  for  a  few  items.

341    Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Department  for  the 
year  1942. 

Assisted  by  the  school  nurse,  Miss  Purrington,  the  pupils  of  both  schools 
were  examined  during  the  months  of  October  and  November.  The  following

After  several  years  of  unstability  one  boy  was  excluded  from  school  as  a 
physically  handicapped  child  and  has  been  referred  to  a  corrective  institution. 

Examination  of  the  feet  was  made  because  so  many  were  unable  to  pass 
examination  in  the  army.  The  main  cause  of  defective  feet  is  the  wearing 
of  sneakers  and  ill-fitting  shoes.  Most  of  these  cases  will  become  normal  as 
they  grow  older. 

Our  lunch  room  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state  judged  from  the  standpoint 
of  nutrition  and  low  cost.  Next  year's  examination  should  show  the  results 
of  this  project.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  different  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals who  have  contributed  to  these  lunches. 

There  are  87  children  as  yet  to  be  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  we 
hope  that  parents  will  see  that  this  is  done.  Nothing  of  an  epidemic  nature 
has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  There  have  been  twenty-one  first  aid  treat- 
ments given  at  the  office  during  the  past  year.  We  would  like  to  call  attention 
to  parents  that  only  first  aid  can  be  given  the  students  by  the  School  Physi- 
cian. Anything  beyond  that  must  be  done  by  their  own  physician. 

Both  schools  have  been  examined  and  found  to  be  in  good  sanitary  con- 
dition. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  mention  the  faithfulness  of  Mrs.  Charles  Leach  in 
preparing  the  noon  lunches  ;  she  is  an  excellent  cook  and  true  to  her  task. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Committee,  School  Nurse,  and 
the  Teachers  for  cooperation  during  the  school  year.

School  Physician 
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Report  of  Public  Health  School  Nurse 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town 
of  Northfield : 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  school  nursing  work  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1942,  to  January  1,  1943.  As  it  is  necessary  to  limit  the  report  this 
year  I  am  omitting  the  usual  statistical  report  of  the  routine  work. 

January  1,  1942,  through  June  19,  1942 : 

Mrs.  Mary  Carr  Baker  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  was  ob- 
tained to  speak  to  both  the  girls  and  boys  of  the  High  School  on  "Hygiene 
and  Habits."  All  enjoyed  Mrs.  Baker  and  hoped  she  would  come  again. 

Miss  EHse  Smith,  Executive  Secretary  from  the  Franklin  County  Public 
Health  Association,  showed  health  films  twice  during  the  spring  to  the  pupils 
at  Center  School. 

Arrangements  were  made  and  assistance  was  given  Dr.  Barnes,  Psychia- 
trist from  Gardner  State  Hospital,  in  examining  twenty-six  school  children. 
Recommendations  were  made  by  which  we  have  profited.  Dr.  Barnes  comes 
to  Northfield  each  year.  She  has  worked  with  children  a  great  many  years 
and  is  glad  and  anxious  to  talk  with  parents  about  their  children. 

The  Get-Ready  for  School  Conference  was  valuable  in  the  school  pre- 
paredness program  this  year.  This  was  held  at  Center  School.  All  children 
except  two  who  entered  school  attended.  This  activity  was  made  possible 
through  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Each  child's  health  card  was 
checked,  and  each  one  met  their  prospective  teacher.  Miss  Giddings,  in  their 
own  class-room.  They  were  also  given  a  special  eye  test  and  an  ability  test. 
After  this  they  visited  their  own  private  physician  for  a  health  check  and 
vaccination.  This  allowed  plenty  of  time  for  any  defects  to  be  corrected  be- 
fore school  opened  in  September.  This  was  a  worthwhile  experience  in  in- 
troducing the  children  to  the  school  environment  and  in  preparing  them  for 
school. 

September,  1942,  to  January  1,  1943: 

The  usual  testing  and  examining  have  been  done.  Correction  of  defects 
found  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

We  feel  the  very  well  organized  lunches  will  greatly  benefit  the  health  of 
our  school  children.  A  diet  deficient  in  any  one  of  the  six  simple  food  ele- 
ments will  cause  ill  health.  Special  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
generosity  of  organizations  in  town  so  all  children  who  need,  have  an  ade- 
quate lunch  every  day.  Every  parent  should  keenly  feel  the  need  of  an  ade- 
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quate  meal  in  the  middle  of  the  day  for  his  school  child  and  make  sure  that 
he  gets  that  meal,  especially  if  the  pupil  is  not  up  to  par. 

Dental  work  is  continuing  to  be  a  large  part  of  the  school  program.  All 
the  work  designated  since  the  examinations  which  were  made  in  March  has 
been  completed.  Daily  brushing,  however,  is  important  in  having  good  teeth. 

Letters  were  sent  out  to  every  parent  this  fall  stressing  the  need  of  com- 
municable disease  control.  One  needs  to  be  constantly  on  the  alert  for  we 
are  now  living  in  a  world  where  disease  can  become  rampant.  The  very  recent 
epidemic  of  small  pox  in  Pennsylvania  shows  that  we  can  have  epidemics  in 
this  age.  We  are  well  immunized  in  Northfield  for  both  diphtheria  and 
small  pox  but  there  are  still  enough  who  are  not,  to  create  an  epidemic.  We 
need  to  be  100  per  cent  immunized  to  be  safe. 

At  least  one  hour  each  school  day  has  been  spent  in  the  Teachers'  Room 
treating  children  with  minor  injuries.  An  average  of  five  children  have  been 
seen  daily.  Several  of  these  have  had  to  be  taken  home. 

Again  I  would  like  to  stress  the  importance,  because  of  our  crowded 
buses,  that  children  not  be  sent  to  school  with  infectious  colds  and  that  care 
be  taken  in  not  sending  children  to  school  who  have  symptoms  of  a  com- 
municable disease.  We  appreciate  your  co-operation.  Health  during  war 
time  means  Victory. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Taylor,  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Wright, 
our  School  Physician,  and  the  School  Committee,  and  all  others  who  have 
in  any  way  assisted  me  in  my  work  as  PubHc  Health  School  Nurse.

It  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library  to  re- 
port to  the  town  the  completion  of  the  projects  proposed  in  last  year's  re- 
port. Shelves  for  reference  books  have  been  added  to  the  Reading  Room. 
One  unit  of  these  shelves  consists  of  a  locked  section  in  which  the  valuable 
old  books  and  documents  are  kept.  A  new  card  index  has  been  added  which, 
at  present,  is  in  the  process  of  complete  revision  by  the  Librarian.  Appropri- 
ate bookplates  bearing  the  likeness  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Dickinson  are  being  placed 
in  all  newly  acquired  books. 
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A  much  needed  \\'ebster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  on  a  revolving  standard 
has  been  placed  on  the  table  in  the  Reading  Room. 

Through  the  contribution  of  time,  labor,  and  material  by  a  number  of  gen- 
erous townsmen  a  flag  flies  each  day  from  an  eagle-tipped  pole  in  front  of 
the  Library. 

The  Library  is  fortunate  in  haA^ing  the  services  of  as  able  a  man  as  Mr. 
Carl  ^lason  to  replace  Mr.  Harlan  Atwood  as  janitor. 

The  Trustees  are  extremely  grateful  to  all  those  interested  people  who  so 
generously  contribute  to  the  Library  such  material  things  as  books,  maga- 
zines, documents  of  local  historic  interest,  and  other  equipment,  or  who,  by 
their  helpful  suggestions,  make  the  Library  the  vital  force  it  is  in  the 
community.

Xearly  500  books  were  added  to  the  library,  343  adult  titles  and  151  juve- 
nile, a  total  of  494.  Of  these,  172  were  gifts  and  322  by  purchase. 

Total  circulation  of  books  was  14,874:  adult,  9,085;  juvenile,  4,752; 
state,  1,037. 

^Magazines  circulated,  643. 

From  the  Bookmobile,  which  has  been  operated  up  to  October  by  the 
W.P.A.,  388  books  were  borrowed,  which  circulated  1,037  times.  This  serv- 
ice has  been  temporarily  suspended,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  resumed 
soon. 

From  Greenfield  and  other  libraries,  75  books  have  been  obtained  for  spe- 
cial reference  work,  for  individuals. 

The  schools  have  borrowed  285  books  from  us  for  classroom  use,  and  for 
the  school  children  and  others  273  reference  questions  have  been  answered, 
and  material  looked  up  on  many  subjects. 

Reading  certificates  have  been  made  out  by  the  librarian  for  165  children 
who  made  reports  on  five  or  more  good  books,  for  school  English.

Report  of  Public  Health  Nurse 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Northfield : 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my  work  from  January  1,  1942  to  January 
1,  1943.  As  it  is  necessary  to  limit  reports  this  year  I  am  omitting  the  usual 
statistical  part  of  my  work. 

This  fall,  because  of  the  gas  shortage,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  elimi- 
nate travel  when  possible.  Therefore,  the  telephone  is  playing  a  larger  part 
.  in  the  nursing  work  than  previously. 

Assistance  was  given  in  organizing  two  nutrition  classes,  a  4-H  cooking 
class  and  a  4-H  canning  classr  Miss  Daisy  Treen,  a  summer  resident,  was  ob- 
tained to  teach  the  canteen  course. 

Twenty  dollars  was  obtained  from  the  American  Red  Cross  for  children 
who  were  very  much  in  need  of  dental  care. 

Assistance  was  given  in  obtaining  an  artificial  limb  for  a  boy. 

The  annual  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  the  middle  of  July.  Fifty- 
nine  children  attended.  The  outstanding  needs  still  continue  to  be  dental,  nu- 
trition, and  more  immunization.  This  year  Dr.  Wright  was  employed  to 
vaccinate  children  against  smallpox.  Thirty-three  children  were  immunized 
against  the  disease  at  this  time. 

Letters  have  been  sent  out  to  all  parents  by  Dr.  F.  Wilton  Dean,  health 
chairman  of  the  Civilian  Defense  Committee,  urging  co-operation  in  regard 
to  communicable  disease  control.  This  is  especially  important  during  this 
world  crisis  period  and  we  ask  everyone's  co-operation. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  home  nursing  group,  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs. 
W.  D.  Miller,  which  has  made  supplies  for  me  this  past  year.  A  very  com- 
plete improvised  incubator,  for  transporting  babies  to  the  hospital  has  been 
made  and  is  available  to  the  doctors  and  nurses  when  the  need  arises. 

In  response  to  my  request  for  an  account  of  the  valuable  work  done  by 
the  Northfield  Health  Council,  Miss  Anne  Mattoon,  chairman,  reports  as 
follows : 

"Since  the  re-organization  of  the  Health  Council  in  November,  1938,  a 
steadily  expanding  program  of  social  service  has  been  carried  on  in  behalf 
of  those  families  known  to  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  This  program  includes 
paying  for  dental  care  for  children  whose  parents  are  not  able  to  meet  this 
expense ;  supplying  extra  nourishment  when  needed ;  paying  for  school 
lunches  for  undernourished  children ;  providing  transportation  to  clinics  and 
conferences  and  assisting  in  many  other  ways. 

''Money  to  the  amount  of  $399.30  has  been  spent  on  these  various  serv- 
ices since  the  re-organization  of  the  Council.  The  value  of  the  work,  how- 
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ever,  cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents  for  the  services 
rendered  have  been  the  means  of  relieving  con4itions  in  many  instances 
that  in  later  life  would  prove  to  be  serious  handicaps. 

''The  Council,  as  now  organized,  consists  of  sixteen  members  who  give 
freely  of  their  time  when  needed.  That  the  work  being  carried  on  meets 
with  the  approval  of  the  citizens  is  shown  by  their  generous  response  to  all 
appeals  for  funds  and  their  hearty  support  in  many  other  ways. 

'T  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  in- 
teUigent  understanding,  sympathetic  appreciation,  and  interest  in  the  public 
health  work  being  carried  on  in  Northfield." 

The  close  of  this  year  completes  seven  years  of  my  service  in  the  town. 
Each  year  has  brought  some  new  activity  which  has  advanced  us  in  the  pub- 
lic health  nursing  work  here.  The  work  each  year  has  increased.  This  year 
nurse's  fees  taken  in  amounted  to  $209.00,  an  increase  of  $68.40  over  last 
year.  This  is  the  largest  amount  ever  collected  here. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  members  of  the  Health  Council,  and 
all  others  who  have  assisted  me  in- the  work.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
town  of  Northfield  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1942,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of 
Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Northfield  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1942, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the  several  de- 
partments receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  sending  out  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
books  of  the  town  accountant  and  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked  in 
detail.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  departmental 
records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants,  the  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  December  31,  1942,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  by  comparison  with  the 
amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  tax  title  records  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  deeds  and  with  the  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  and  town 
accountant. 
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The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
receipts  for  dog-  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  records  of 
licenses  granted,  the  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  and 
to  the  town  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officers  required  to  furnish  them  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  town  property  rents  were  checked  with  the 
record  of  rentals  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen  and  issued  by  the  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  examined.  The 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  record  of  work  done,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  verified. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  and  selectmen  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  withdrawals  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  war- 
rants and  the  treasurer's  record  of  disbursements.  The  appropriation  ac- 
counts as  recorded  on  the  ledger  were  checked  with  the  town  meeting  records 
of  the  town  clerk  and  all  other  accounts  were  checked  with  information  in  the 
departments  in  which  the  transactions  originated.  The  ledger  was  analyzed, 
a  trial  balance  was  taken  ofT,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  De- 
cember 31,  1942. 

The  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  good  financial  condition. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  librarian  were  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  January  8,  1943,  was 
proved  by  actual  count. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examina- 
tion, and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  of  taxes,  were  audited  and  proved 
with  the  warrants  committing  them  for  collection.  The  collections  as  re- 
corded were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  checked  to  the  records  of  the  assessors,  and  the 
taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified.  The  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices  to 
a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  records  of  receipts  of  the  community  nurse  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  trustees  of  the  Martha  W.  xA^lexander 
Charity  Fund  were  examined.  The  income  from  investments  was  checked, 
the  expenditures  were  verified  by  checking  with  the  cancelled  checks  on 
file,  and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  town  histories  were  checked  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  and  the  books  on  hand  were  verified. 

The  records  of  charges  of  the  public  welfare,  school,  and  cemetery  de- 
partments were  examined  and  checked.  The  departmental  accounts  were 
analyzed,  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  record 
of  receipts,  the  abatements  and  disallowances  were  verified,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  ledger  accounts. 

It  was  noted  that  the  outstanding  accounts  of  the  cemetery  department 
date  back  as  far  as  1932.  It  is  recommended  that  prompt  action  be  taken  to 
collect  these  old  accounts  and  that  any  found  to  be  uncollectible  should  be 
written  off. 

The  work  of  the  several  departmental  officials  has  been  carefully  per- 
formed, which  facilitated  the  work  of  the  audit. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  con- 
dition of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  received  from  all 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish 
to  express  appreciation.
